GETTING WITNESSES OUT OF THE WAY. 
The material witness ageiust Salisbury was one 
Thomas A. McDevitt, a aominal contractor for 
the principals, who helda large amount of expe 
dited services. It seems that McDevitt has been 
indicted in Vhiladelphia for fraudulent bidding 
on certain routes in Texas, a matter quite distinct 
from those in which his evidenee was chietly 
sought. Woodward was directed by Attorney 
General MacVeach and Postmaster General James 
to procure an affidavit from McDevitt as to his 
knowledge of the raud in the  Salis- 
bury C2SER. McDevitt made 4 full 
statement of all the facts within his 
knowledge, and was given by Mr.,\Woodward on 
implied promises of immunity in consideration 
of bis making full disclosures. The bindiny force 
of this implied promise was recognized by James 
ena McVeagh. MeDavitt added that he would 
freely communicate any further information 
within his knowledge whenever calied upon by 
the zovernment. Notwithstauding this fall dis 
closure on the part of McDevitt, and the implied 
mele of immunity which he had rece. ved from 
Yecdward, the Philadelphia indictment wa 
bigught to trial and McDevitt was convicted and 
sent to the penitentiary for one year. Woodward 
protested to the president and. the attorney gen- 
eral that in the trial and conviction of McDevitt, 
the solemn§pledges oithe government have been 
breken, end urged executive ciemency in his be 
half, which was not granted. ‘Woodward testifies

PUILT UPON FRAUD AND PERJURY. 
The manner of procuring expedition. was re- 
duced toascience. The afiidavits of the 
tors and others were used as the foundation upon 
which expedition and increased service were al 
lowed. The brazen cfYrontery and perjury of these 
effidavit makers is withont a paralle! in the histo- 
ry ef criminal prosecutions. Afiidavitssigned and 
sworn to in blank were kept on hand by the con- 
tractors just as they laid up supplies 
their horses.

“Your committee is of opion that there were 
many causes which operated to prevent the suc- 
cessful prosecution of thestar route offenders. 
Whatever these causcs may have been, it is doubt- 
less truethat those who will take the pains to 
read carefully the testimony taken by your com- 
mittee on this subject, comprising nearly 1,000 
pages of printed matter, will reach diiferent con- 
clusions. ‘There was a great diversity in the 
testimony, and many contradictions will 
be found irreconcilable upon any other theory 
than that of willful ggg & It is sufficient, 
however, for the purpose of this investigation, to 
state that while the evidence against the star 
route’s contractors and the public officers was 
strong and conclusiveas to their guilt, and that 
the government was defrauded of large sums of 
money, and that large sums were also expended 
to secure the indictment and convictions, yet no 
person was convicted or punished, and no civil 
suits have as yet been instituted to recover the 
vast sums illegally and fraudulently obtained 
from the public treasury. 

A Si IT FILED. 

A suit on a star route contr&ct was fiied to- 
day by the district attorney of Washington to 
recover £11,904 with interest fronmi September 
15, 1880, from A. H. Brown, who was a con- 
tractor en the route from the Monument 
to Lake Bond, Colorado, between February, 
1879, and June 1882. It is charged that 
Brown obtained the sum named, by fraud in 
claiming to have employed eight men and 
twenty-four horses, when his force was but 
three men and fourteen horses. The total al- 
lowed on the Cantrael was $27,010.22, 
on the basis of stock and carriers employed, 
and it is alleged that it should have been but 
$15,106.66. The district attorney also entered 
suit to-day torecover $12,000 for the United 
States from W. B. Moss & L. H. Rogers, suri- 
ties onthe hand of Henry W. Howgate, late 
disbursing officer of the United States signal 
corps.

To this General Hazen answered that 
the secretary’s indorsement did not 
overcome the difficulty, saying that the signal 
corps™ and other organizations mentioned are 
all equally legal parts of the army. 

The men are all similarly enlisted, and the 
fact that no colored meu have ever been enlisted 
in them, while four other regiments are exclu- 
sively colored, is of itself proof that there is neith- 
er law, norin place of it, custom, of the service 
which, up to this time, has exclusively controlled 
the subject, and prevented the mixed enlistments. 
The recruiting officer has imformed me that, from 
this fact, he does not feel authorized to entist Mr.

Lonpox, September 29.—It is reported that 
the empress of China has decided to ec ynclude 
peace with France. 

It is stated that Admiral Courbet has ex- 
pressed the opinion that while the occupation 
of Kelung, on the sland of Formosa, will have 
a certain amount of favorable influence for the 
French flag in China, yet he believes that 
pothing short of a march upon the city of 
Pekin end the actual occupation of the Chi- 
nese capital by the French troops will suffice 
to compel the government of China to accept 
the demands made by the French govern- 
ment. 

A dispatch to the Times from Hong Kong 
says the French stopped and searched Eng- 
glish regular trading steamers, the Fuhkin 
and the Hailoong, in Formosa channel. This 
action has caused great irritation. The fact 
that neutral steamers are conveying soldiers 
and munitions of war to various quarters will 
probably be the source of complication in view 
of Admiral Lespes’ recent action In connec- 
tion with the German ship.

Bevssets, September 29.—A meeting of 
liberals was held here to-day for the purpose 
of arranging the platform to oppose the edu- 
cation law.

Mr. Garrett was 
born in Baltimore in 1820. He was thesonofa 
wealthy merchant, and enjoyed the best educa- 
tional advantages. Early in life his attention was 
directed to railroad matters, and in 1857 he became 
a director of the Baltimoreand Ohio. A year later 
he became president of the road, and held the 
position until hisfdeath. Under Mr. Garrett's ad- 
ministration the road was completed to the great 
western tributaries which now furnish the bulk of 
its traffic. In a year’s time the new president 
brought the net income ofl the road 
up to $700.000 than that of 
the preceding year. Besides its western 
lines the Baltimore and Ohio has now well un- 
der way a northern line to secure direct connec- 
tion with Philadelphia and New York. This 
great railroad has had its seasons of adversity, 
It was frequently crippled during the war; it 
sufferéd tremendous. damage from the flood of 
1868, and the strike of 1877 was asevere blow, but 
it has continued to prosper in spite of occasional 
disaster. During the past few years Mr. Garrett 
traveled extensively, leaving active 
management of the road to his son Robert, who 
has shown fine capacity.

FIRE-PROOF BAGGING. 


Mr. Doughty Makes a Highly Satisfactory 
Test of It in Atlanta. 

A test was made yesterday in front of the capi- 
tol of the new fire-proof cotton bagging. Mr’ 
Doughty commenced by showing the comparative 
inflammahbility of gunny bagging and the cotton 
fibre by making atrail of the latter and placing at 
oneend a piece of bagging, touched the end ot 
the trail of cotton with a match, and the blaze 
at once ran over the cotton, the blaze going out as 
it progressed until it reached the bagging, when 
this burned with a steady blaze, leaving a heavy 
coalinitsesh. This bagging was then laid, blaz 
ing, upon a bale of cotton covered with the patent 
“Anti-Phlogan,”’ and without perceptible effect. 
He then rolled a bale of cotton covered with 
“Anti-Phlogan’’ through blazing shavings, cotten 
and jute tibre-—first sprinkled with kerosene oil— 
and although the burning shavings and cotton 
clung to this bale, they failed 
to set it on fire. Mr. Doughty 
then introduced fire to the interior of the bale by 
means Ofa hand bellows. This burned for one 
hourand a half; until all present were satislied 
that it would not-blaze or spread. 

lie demoustrated his theory of how the cotton 
was protected from ‘‘flame’’ through an open 
woven bagging, eovered with his mixture, br 

lacing lint cotton on the top ofsome pieces of 
bageing. and also on wire gauze the tlames failed to 
penetrate through either of these after being hel 
some time over an alcohol lamp. 

Mr. Doughty had one of the three bales of cotton 
covered withswhathe called “Cannibal Bagging, 
No. 2,’’ because itis made from the cotton fibre, 
and says when he shows at the New Orleans expo- 
sition his ‘‘Cannibal Bagging, No. 1,’’ it will as- 
tonish every ohe for its strengih, 
indestructibility by weather, as well 
as itscheapness. This cannibal bagging No. 2 
was obtained through the enterprise of N. W. 
Armetrohg, of the ‘‘Fairmount manufacturing 
company,’ near Williston, 8S. C., and it opens up 
a new field for the use of 300,000 bales of our cot- 
ton crop. 

The test gave very general satisfaction, and we 
heard only approval from all of our insurance and 
cotton dealers. Among others we noticed Mr. 
Sam’l M. Inman, who expressed himself as well 
satisfied with its effectiveness. Mr. D. clainss that 
itis greatly to the advantage of the planter in sav- 
ing him in weight, insurance, and. besides it is 
cheaper to him, as he can furnish a 2', pound 
guntiy bagging covered at thesame price that the 
2 pound bagving is selling foref the same mate 
rial,
